been working with health 
professionals to get the 
scheme up and running 
by the autumn.

comment at the moment 
on the introduction of an 
official policy for the 
Vale.” 

Although the Vale 
Council won’t commit 
itself on the possibility of 
a complete ban on smok¬ 
ing in playgrounds, if the 
pilot leads to a healthier, 
cleaner environment 
there are likely to be calls 
for it to be extended. 

The pilot will encour¬ 
age people not to smoke 
in the park, sparing 
youngsters second hand 
smoke and reducing 
tobacco litter. 

ASH Wales (Action on 
Smoking and Health), a 
voluntary organisation 
which campaigns to pre¬ 
vent health problems 
caused by smoking, dis¬ 
covered through a 
Freedom of Information 
request that only two of 
Wales’ 22 local authori¬ 
ties already have official 
policies prohibiting 
smoking in children’s 
outdoor playgrounds. 

The charity launched a 
national campaign for 
smoke-free playgrounds 
in 2010, and says it has 
developed a toolkit to 
help local authorities 
implement playground 
bans. 

ASH Wales’ chief 
executive, Elen de Lacy, 
said: “All councils in 
Wales already have the 
power to ban and enforce 
a ban on smoking in their 
playgrounds, and we 
want to see all councils 
follow the example of 
Caerphilly and Powys. 

“We know that chil¬ 
dren are at particular risk 
from second hand smoke 
and that they are more 
likely to start smoking 
themselves, if they see 
adults doing it in a fami¬ 
ly-friendly environment. 

“It is vital that we de- 
normalise smoking, to 
reduce the rates of young 
people taking it up - and 
also reduce their expo¬ 
sure to smoke in areas 
where they gather.”

Vale Council’s 
£82 million 
to revamp 
housing stock 


THE Vale Council 
will be spending 
almost £20 million 
per year, over the 
next four years, on 
bringing council 
housing up to stan¬ 
dard 

The Vale Council is 
embarking on “one of its 
most ambitious refur¬ 
bishment projects”, aim¬ 
ing to bring all council 
homes in the Vale up to 
the Welsh Housing 
Quality Standard 

(WHQS) to comply with 
Welsh Government 

requirements. 

Kitchens, bathrooms, 
rewiring, heating sys¬ 
tems, windows, doors 
and roofs will be 
renewed over a four-and- 
a-half year period, start¬ 
ing on September 3. 

Four external contrac¬ 
tors have been appointed 
to work in partnership 
with the council, and 
these include: 

• Covering the west¬ 
ern Vale and rural areas 
will be Lovell 
Partnerships Ltd. 

• Working on Barry 
Area 1 (Dyfan and

A Vale Council 
spokeswoman said: “The 
contractors were appoint¬ 
ed after an extensive pro¬ 
curement exercise, and 
all have considerable 
experience in delivering 
these types of works. 

“The council’s own 
building services depart¬ 
ment will also be under¬ 
taking some of the refur¬ 
bishment works, mainly 
in sheltered housing 
accommodation across 
the Vale.” 

The total cost of the 
programme is in the 
region of £82 million 
over the contract period. 

Coun Neil Moore, the 
Leader of the council, 
said: “Council tenants 
have been waiting for a 
number of years for the 


commencement of this 
programme. 

“We have appointed 
experienced contractors 
to deliver this pro¬ 
gramme and I am confi¬ 
dent that tenants will be 
pleased with the work 
that is carried out. 

“Not only will all 
council properties be 
upgraded, but there will 
be wider benefits deliv¬ 
ered by increasing local 
jobs and apprenticeships 
in the area, and spending 
the local pound within 
the Vale. 

“This is good news for 
the local economy.” 

He continued: “The 
council is mindful that 
there will be disruption 
to tenants during these 
works. 

“However, tenant liai¬ 
son officers have been 
appointed for each con¬ 
tract area and their role is 
to look after the welfare 
of tenants and their fami¬ 
lies during the works.”

‘Zero tolerance’ 
on dog fouling 


IRRESPONSIBLE 
dog owners will face 
heavy fines when 
zero tolerance 
patrols begin in the 
Vale next week. 

Private local authori¬ 
ty support company 
XFOR has been enlisted 
by the Vale Council, to 
tackle dog fouling and 
littering, following 
increasing complaints by 
residents. 

Offenders will be 
issued with a fixed 
penalty notice of £75 
without warning - as the 
council takes a tougher 
stance on the problem. 

“It is hoped the one- 
year pilot scheme will 
significantly improve the 
cleanliness of streets, 
parks and beaches 
throughout the Vale, ” a 
spokeswoman said. 

Cabinet member for 
the environment and vis¬ 
ible services Coun Rob 
Curtis commented: 
“Keeping our streets 
clear of dog excrement 
and litter was a key 
manifesto pledge of the 
local Labour Party 
which we are determined 
to deliver for the resi¬ 
dents of the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

“Councils spend over 
£885 million a year on 
street cleansing. This 
money could be better 
spent repairing our 
roads, repairing our 
schools, or even refur¬ 
bishing public toilets. 

“Dog fouling is not 
only unpleasant, it is 
also dangerous. The 
biggest threat to public 


health from dog excre¬ 
ment is a horrible infec¬ 
tion of the toxocariasis 
roundworm. Be warned 
that from July 30, we 
will be introducing a 
policy of zero tolerance 
towards littering and 
dog fouling. 

“Only offenders who 
do not pick up after their 
dog fouls, those who 
drop litter and toss ciga¬ 
rette ends to one side 
may fear. Residents and 
visitors who do so are 
breaking the law, and do 
this at their peril”.

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IT’S been a busy year of celebrations thus 
far, with the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee and 
then the Olympic torch relay, which will 
culminate with the start of the London 
Olympic Games tomorrow. 

The citizens of the Vale and Bridgend county 
boroughs have eight sporting warriors ready to take 
up arms and fight for medals, but who are they, and 
when are they competing? 

First up is footballer Craig Bellamy (33), who 
resides in Peterston-super-Ely, whose Olympic 
schedule actually gets under way a day early 
(today) as the Team GB men’s football team face 
Senegal at Manchester United’s Old Trafford 
Stadium. 

The Liverpool striker has amassed 69 caps for 
Wales and appeared for a host of big clubs, includ-

ing Manchester City, Newcastle United and Celtic. 
His quest for gold runs until the gold medal match 
on August 11. 

There are two Vale swimmers for readers to 
cheer on. Firstly, Barry-born David Davies (27) 
will be competing for Team GB in the 1,500m dis¬ 
cipline, freestyle. He holds a bronze in the 1,500m 
from Athens 2004, his personal best and a British 
record in that event, and followed that up with sil¬ 
ver in the 10km marathon at Beijing in 2008. His 
discipline begins on July 28, with the medal events 
on Saturday, August 4. 

Penarth’s 19-year-old leuan Lloyd goes into his 
first Olympics as the world No 28, and will com¬ 
pete in the 200m freestyle and 4x200m freestyle 
events. A double 2011 European junior champion, 
he also gets under way on July 28, with his individ¬ 
ual medal event on that day, and the 4x200m medal 
events taking place on Tuesday, July 31. 

Cyclist Nicole Cooke (29), who grew up in Wick 
in the Vale and attended Brynteg Comprehensive 
School in Bridgend, is one of world cycling’s top 
road racers. A gold medallist in Beijing (the first for 
Wales in 36 years), she also became the only cyclist 
that year to win the Olympic and world title double. 
She will compete on Sunday July 29. 

Barry hoxtr Andrew Selby (23), ranked No 1 in 
the AiBA rankings, and a former l^oose Boxing 
Club competitor, will box for TeamGB at fly¬ 
weight. His campaign kicks off on Monday, July 
30, with his division’s medal events taking place on 
Sunday, August 12 

The 400m hurdler Rhys Williams (28), from 
Bridgend, son of Welsh rugby legend JJ Williams, 
will be hoping to ease through alongside Team 
GB’s athletics captain Dai Greene. 

Having triumphed at this year’s European 
Championships in Helsinki recently, he will be 
hopeful of carrying that form in to the Olympics. 

His Games kick-off on August 3, with the medal 
events three days later on August 6. 

Wales’ sole triathlete is 28-year-old Helen 
Jenkins, who lives in Bridgend. 

The three-time ITU World Championships gold 
medallist is one of the favourites for London, and 
will want to put the disappointment of her 21st 
place finish in Beijing to rest. She competes on 
Saturday, August 4. 

Finally, we have Penarth-bom discus thrower 
Brett Morse (23). The British under-23 and Welsh 
record holder’s form has dipped recently, but he 
will be hoping that changes in London. He will 
compete from August 6-7.

VALE MP Alun Cairns last 
week threw his weight behind 
local diary farmers protesting 
against cuts in milk prices paid 
by supermarkets. 

He agreed with farmers at a 
protest meeting in Westminster that 
they were “being squeezed out of

The meeting involved hundreds of 
farmers from across the UK, includ¬ 
ing many from the local area. 

Mr Cairns welcomed a pledge of 
£5million from the UK Government to 


support the dairy industry, but he 
stated that the Welsh dairy industry 
needs urgent support from the Welsh 
Government to protect jobs, as pro¬ 
ducers face cuts in farm-gate prices. 

“Last week, serious concerns were 
raised about the impact of a cut of 
1.7 pence per litre imposed by Robert 
Wiseman Dairies. Many milk proces¬ 
sors have cut the price paid to dairy 
farmers for this liquid milk in recent 
times. 

“These cuts mean that most farm¬ 
ers would be selling milk for less than 
it costs to produce, ” the MP said.

Ramblers follow in 
historic tram tracks 


RECENTLY, Phil 
and Barrie stepped 
in to lead a replace¬ 
ment walk for 
Penarth and 
District Ramblers, 
and having parked 
at the Cray (Crai) 
reservoir, the group 
of 10 walkers set off 
on an overcast 
morning, with 
sunny periods 
throughout the day. 

The reservoir was 
built between 1898 and 
1906 by the Swansea 
Corporation, originally 
to supply water to the 
Swansea area in an 
area known for its high 
rainfall and, more 
importantly, upstream 
from the industrialised 
area of the Tawe Valley. 

They headed south¬ 
east across the wet and 
boggy moorland and 
followed the Nant 
Gyhirych river, climb¬ 


ing up into the forest 
where they stopped for 
morning coffee before 
continuing along 
forestry paths to Bwlch 
y Duwynt. 

Changing course, 
they turned southwest, 
met a group of young¬ 
sters who were taking 
part in the Duke of 
Edinburgh’s gold 
award scheme and 
climbed gently up Fan 
Gyhirych, where the 
trig point stands at 
725-metres, with its 
360-degree spectacular 
views. 

John Christie, a 
wealthy Scottish entre¬ 
preneur, bought the 
Crown Allotment of 
Fforest Fawr (the great 
forest) in 1819 and 
built the Brecon Forest 
Tramroad, which 
crossed the north and 
west flanks of Fan 
Gyhirych. 

Later, the Neath 
and Brecon Railway 
was constructed, which 


followed part of the 
route of the old tram 
road and which eventu¬ 
ally closed in the 1960s. 

After lunch, the 
group moved on to 
another forest between 
the Nant Byfre and 
Nant yr Wydd streams 
and experienced a 
sharp rain shower, then 
trekked a very wet 
track back to their 
cars.

Earlier, during a brief 
period on the staff of 
the Midland Bank in 
Cowbridge (now 
HSBC), a customer 
had advised a frustrat¬ 
ed Julian to ^^take a 
change of direction’^ 
and set him on a 
rollercoaster ride of 
ever-rapid career 
developments. 

In 1984, he was 
asked to take over the 
Three Salmons at Usk, 
in addition to manag¬ 
ing The Bear (he also 
became responsible for 
the company’s Soul 
Plaice and Tappers 
Bar in Mill Lane, 
Cardiff) and, subse¬ 
quently, the St Mellons 
Hotel & Country Club 
- at the age of just 26. 

A high point came 
in 1990 when he was 
asked to take charge 
of the 4-star New 
House Country Hotel, 
which was opened in 
1990 by the then 
Welsh Secretary of 
State, Peter Walker - 
but the low point came 
a year later, when 
recession forced the 
whole group into 
receivership. 

Julian and Esther 
were forced to drasti¬ 
cally re-assess and 
acquired the Bush Inn 
at St Hilary, concen¬ 
trating all of their 
efforts there, until one 
day in May 1992, an 
accountant friend, 
Peter Dewey, suggest¬ 


ed that he buy The 
Bear. 

The couple and 
their three children, 
Fred, Charles and 
Lydia {their youngest 
son, Harry, came along 
later) took over the 
Bear, in partnership 
with Julian’s brother, 
Mark, and Peter, leav¬ 
ing Julian’s mum in 
charge at the Bush, 
which has since been 
sold. 

The mellow old 
Cowbridge building, 
which had begun life 
as a medieval town 
house for local gentry, 
and then became a 
noted 18th century 
coaching inn, was 
^^quite run down’\ and 
badly in need of a 
modern makeover, 
Julian recalls. 

It has since under¬ 
gone an extensive but 
discreet refurbishment 
over several years, 
designed to ease it 
painlessly into the 21st 
century - epitomised 
by the mysterious 
‘Bear Pit’ vault. 

Believed to date 
back to the 12th-13th 
century, it became a 
smart, unique restau¬ 
rant, as the one-time 
hostelry was trans¬ 
formed into a 36-bed- 
room hotel - but 
one are double rooms’’’ 
(Julian says proudly) 
with 64 full and part 
time staff, and all mod 
cons - without losing 
the essential olde 
worlde charm that

makes it such an 
enduring social mag¬ 
net for local diners 
and visitors alike. 

The old Bear’s 
younger sibling, 
Oscar’s, opened a few 
doors away in 2005 
(and another in 
Cardiff), but the 
heartening success 
story of a local busi¬ 
ness family ‘made 
good’ does not end 
there. 

Its expanded Town 
& Country Hotels’ 
portfolio has included 
the four-star New 
House Hotel, Cardiff, 
The Three Salmons at 
Usk (later sold), and 
the Coed-y-Mwstwr at 
Coychurch. 

In 2004, Town & 
Country Catering was 
launched, and this 
year has achieved a 
record - with 42 wed¬ 
ding functions booked 
in marquees and cas¬ 
tles around Wales. 

However, Julian’s 
special affection for 
the old Bear at 
Cowbridge is clear, as 
he emphasises concern 
for maintaining its 
unique, historic char¬ 
acter, while ensuring 
that it fulfils the ever- 
changing demands of a 
more modern age.

old buildings steeped 
in history, the Bear 
retains an air of mys¬ 
tery, along (of course) 
with some non-paying 
‘guests’...“}^s, we do 
have a couple of resi¬ 
dent ghosts here’’’ says 
Julian with a smile. 

It seems there had 
been a blaze at the 
hotel during the early 
part of the last century 
in which a seven-year- 
old girl had sadly per¬ 
ished:

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CEREMONIES THAT CELEBRATE 
CENTURIES OF WELSH CULTURE 


Story of the Gorsedd 
by SIGNED EDWARDS 


T he Gorsedd 
ceremonies 
are some of 
the most memo¬ 
rable moments at 
any National 
Eisteddfod. 

The Pavilion lights 
are dimmed and an 
expectant hush descends 
upon the capacity audi¬ 
ence as they await the 
fanfare of horns. 

Lights sweep across a 
sea of faces until one, 
and only one, person 
rises. On stage, the 
Archdruid stands in his 
golden regalia while 
behind him, the green, 
blue and white robed 
rows of Gorsedd mem¬ 
bers make for a striking 
backcloth. 

For the writers them¬ 
selves, the drama will 
have started months 
before, as they rush to 
get their entries in on 
time, using pseudonyms, 
instead of their real 
names. 

The winner’s identity 
will be kept a very close 
secret known to only a 
few. The rest of the 
ceremony is just thrilling 
- it is one of the great 


spectacles of Welsh cul¬ 
ture. The Gorsedd of the 
Bards is a society of 
poets, writers, musi¬ 
cians, artists and individ¬ 
uals who have made a 
notable contribution to 
the nation, its language 
and culture. 

It is the Gorsedd who 
are responsible for the 
pageantry of the 
National Eisteddfod of 
Wales and it organises 
and presents the colour¬ 
ful and dramatic cere¬ 
monies which are held 
during the festival. 

The Gorsedd, as you 
may have read recently 
in The GEM, was the 
creative invention of 
lolo Morganwg, one of 
Wales’ most famous and 
eccentric scholars, who 
felt that it should be 
made known that the 
Welsh were the direct 
descendants of Celtic 
culture and heritage. 

lolo Morgannwg (or 
Edward Williams to give 
him his real name) was 
bom at Pen-onn, near 
Llancarfan, and was 
raised in the village of 
Elemingston in the Vale 
of Glamorgan. 

The Gorsedd of Bards 


first came together in 
1792, not in Wales as 
you might expect, but on 
Primrose Hill in London. 

It made its first 
appearance at the 
Eisteddfod in 
Carmarthen in 1819, and 
from the time that the 
National was born in 
1860/1861 its close asso¬ 
ciation with the Eestival 
has remained. The head 
of the Gorsedd of Bards 
is the Archdmid, who is 
elected for a term of 
three years, and is 
responsible for conduct¬ 
ing the Gorsedd cere¬ 
monies during the 
Proclamation and 
Eisteddfod week. 

The current Archdruid 
is T James Jones, or Jim 
Parc Nest, to give his 
bardic name. 

The ceremony in 
which the winning poet 
is chaired for composing 
a collection of poems, an 
ode or other poem - all 
in strict metres on a spe¬ 
cific subject, is one of 
the highlights of the 
Gorsedd of the Bards’ 


pageantry in every 
National Eisteddfod. It is 
held on the Eriday after¬ 
noon of the Eisteddfod 
week. 

It is a very old cere¬ 
mony. The custom of 
competing for a chair in 
the fcng’s court was 
already well-established 
in Hywel Dda’s time in 
the tenth century and 
when the Lord Rhys 
held his Eisteddfod. 

In Cardigan in 1176, 
the prize for the chief 
poet and chief musician 
was a chair each. 

Having re-established 
the eisteddfodic move¬ 
ment in Bala in 1789, 
winning the Chair 
became the ambition of 
every poet, although 
there was no Gorsedd 
ceremony associated 
with it yet. 

It was at the first 
provincial Eisteddfod in 
Dyfed/Dinefwr in 
Carmarthen in 1819 that 
lolo succeeded in linking 
the rites of the Gorsedd 
of the Bards with the 
ceremony of Chairing

It was performed for 
the first time at the 
Machynlleth 
Proclamation ceremony 
in 1936 and it was 
devised by Cynan, the 
Gorsedd Recorder, and 


Vale of Glamorgan Eisteddfod 
proclamation ceremony, June 2011. 
the winning Bard. 

In 1867, it was decid¬ 
ed to assign the Chair 
for an ode in strict metre 
and to award a Crown 
for the best pryddest in 
free metre. 

The Chairing ceremo¬ 
ny at 1917 Birkenhead 
Eisteddfod was both 
memorable and harrow¬ 
ing. 

Hedd Wyn was the 
bardic name of Ellis 
Humphrey Evans, a 
Trawsfynydd shepherd 
and gifted poet. 

Ellis had joined the 
thousands of soldiers 
serving on the Western 
Front during World War 
I and drew upon his 
wartime experiences to 
write the poem Yr Arwr 
(The Hero), which 
describes the realities of 
war for both the soldiers 
and their families back 
home. 

Back in Birkenhead, 
as the judges called out 
the name of the victori¬ 
ous bard, there was 
silence in the auditori¬ 
um. Hedd Wyn had been 
killed six weeks earlier 
on July 31, 1917, during 
the battle for Pilckem 
Ridge, Ypres. 


McBryde, as the Grand 
Sword Bearer. 

He will carry the 
Great Gorsedd sword 
during the Gorsedd pro¬ 
cessions and, during the 
ceremonies themselves, 
holding it aloft to the 
Archdruid’s call for 
peace.Carrying a sword 
was one of the rituals in 
lolo Morganwg’s first 
Gorsedd held in 
Primrose Hill.

Eor the first time dur¬ 
ing the Eisteddfod week, 
the Elower Dance will 
be performed, a colour¬ 
ful part of the Gorsedd 
ceremonies. 

Local girls are cho¬ 
sen to perform the 
dance, which is based on 
a pattern of flower gath¬ 
ering from the fields. 

Girls aged 9-11 
from all over the Vale of 
Glamorgan were invited 
to an open audition last 
year to select the Elower 
Dancers; 34 were suc¬ 
cessful and performed 
the dance for the first 
time at the Proclamation 
Ceremony in Barry held 
in June 2011. 

The dance portrays 
the gathering of meadow 
flowers and the girls 
dress in green tunics 
adorned with wild flow¬ 
ers.

Vale of 
Glamorgan 
Eisted^od 
Crown 

ONE of the main 
prizes awarded at any 
Eisteddfod is the 
Crown - awarded for 
the best Pryddest 
(long poem in free 
metre) during a spe¬ 
cial ceremony, which 
is held on the Monday 
of the Eisteddfod week 
- the winning poet 
being crowned by the 
Archdruid in a spec¬ 
tacular ceremony. 

The subject for this 
year’s Crown is ‘Ynys’ 
(Island) and it will be 
adjudicated by Cen 
Williams, Cyril Jones 
and Penri Roberts. The 
Crown is sponsored by 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council and you may 
have read recently that 
local jeweller, Anne 
Morgan from Penarth, 
was chosen to design 
and create the Crown. 

But what of the 
Crowning ceremonies of 
the two other 
Eisteddfodau that have 
visited the Vale? 

1920; The Crown 
was sponsored by Mr 
TH Morley JPofSuDy, 
valued at £30 and was 
displayed in Barry in 
the shop window of 
John Jones & Co 
Drapers at 114 Holton 
Road. 

The Crown was 
awarded to a young col-

lier, James Evans, origi¬ 
nally from Beulah, 
Newcastle Emlyn, but 
at the time living in 
Ynyshir, Rhondda. 

This was the first 
time James Evans had 
won the National 
Eisteddfod Crown, 
although he had won 
several crowns at local 
Eisteddfodau. 

He was a university 
graduate who trained 
initially as a Minister, 
but according to the 
South Wales News writ¬ 
ing at the time, had to: 
“relinquish the pulpit 
for the pit due to a 
speech impediment”. 

The scene in the 
pavilion during the cer¬ 
emony was reportedly 
inspiring, with an esti¬ 
mated 10,000-12,000 
people present and the 
Archdruid, Dyfed in 


charge of proceedings. 

One of the adjudica¬ 
tors, Professor WJ 
Gruffydd, who soon 
found that his voice 
would not carry to the 
large crowd present, 
had to resort to using a 
megaphone. 

He delivered a 
scathing critique of 
those who had entered 
the Crown competition, 
noting that only three 
of the 17 were worthy 
of consideration. 

According to the 
Western Mail, when the 
Crown was placed on 
the head of the winning 
bard it was found to be 
too small, and a great 
deal of amusement was 
caused when the poet 
rose from his knees, the 
Crown slipped from his 
head on to the stage. 

For the first time, the 
winning poet’s work 
was published immedi¬ 
ately after the ceremo¬ 
ny. 

1968 ; The 1968 
Barry Eisteddfod 
Crown was sponsored 
by Mr & Mrs Dan 


Evans of Barry. It was 
noteworthy, as the main 
material used in the 
Crown was plastic. 

It was decided that as 
the production of plas¬ 
tic was one of the main 
industries associated 
with Barry, it would be 
symbolic to use the 
material in the design. 

The Crown was 
designed and created by 
Keith Redfern, who was 
one of the leading 
designers working with 
the material at the time. 

Both plastic and sil¬ 
ver were used and the 
Crown was finished 
with purple velvet to 
create what was 
described at the time as 
an; “Artistic crown 
using contemporary 
materials”. 

Some 22 poems were 
submitted for the com¬ 
petition, the subject of 
which was Meini 
(Stones) and the Crown 
was won by Rhondda 
Minister, the Rev 
Haydn Lewis, who was 
originally from 
Ceredigion. The poem 


was inspired by the 
death 10 years previ¬ 
ously of his only daugh¬ 
ter, and was a continua¬ 
tion of the poem which 
won Rev Lewis the 
Crown at the 1961 
Maelor Valley 
Eisteddfod. 

The award, however, 
came only after a very 
unusual deadlock 
between the adjudica¬ 
tors - Dr Thomas 
Parry, Rev Euros 
Bowen and Waldo 
Williams. 

Each of the three 
wanted to award the 
Crown to a different 
poet, and the argument 
could only be resolved 
by inviting an outsider 
to decide. 

The Eisteddfod 
Council, for the first 
time in its history, then 
appointed Alun 
Llywelyn Williams to 
choose between the 
three poems and he 
chose the poem written 
by Durtur y Maen, 
which was the pseudo¬ 
nym of the Rev Lewis.

T his year’s Eisteddfod Crown has been 
donated by the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council and the financial prize pre¬ 
sented by Islwyn and Ann Jones, Wenvoe. 
The Crown was designed and created by 
Anne Morgan of Penarth and was inspired 
by the landscape of the Vale of Glamorgan, 
with the rocks and cliffs of the area repre¬ 
sented in the simple but bold design.

F resh from 
their recent 
success with 
Only Boys Aloud 
on Britain’s Got 
Talent, the mem¬ 
bers of Only Men 
Aloud are back at 
work mentoring 
and inspiring 
young children 
across the Vale of 
Glamorgan, as they 
prepare for the 
National 

Eisteddfod’s visit 
to the area at the 
beginning of 
August. 

Only Vale Kids 
Aloud, the latest in 
the family of choirs, 
will perform for the 
first time at the open¬ 
ing concert, spon¬ 
sored by Principality, 
at this year’s festival. 
Three members of the 
mentoring team took 
a break from 
rehearsals to tell us 
how the preparations 
are going and about 
their Eisteddfod expe¬ 
riences over the past 
few years. 

“We’re really look¬ 
ing forward to this 
year’s Eisteddfod,” 
says Craig Yates. “I 
think when every¬ 
one’s singing togeth¬ 
er, it’ll be something 
the Eisteddfod has 
never seen before - if 
we can fit everyone 
onto the stage! The 
kids are really look¬ 
ing forward to the 
concert and sharing 


the stage with Only 
Men Aloud - and 
especially with Only 
Boys Aloud!” 

“Things are going 
well,” adds Dan 
Phillips. “The 
response has been 
fantastic. First week 
rehearsals were all 
really positive and the 
kids have all started 
well.” 

So it bodes well for 
Only Vale Kids 
Aloud, and with the 
support and encour¬ 
agement of Only Men 
Aloud members, it’s 
obvious that the chil¬ 
dren are involved in a 
project which will 
inspire and stay with 
them for years to 
come, just as the 
preparations for the 
opening concert at 
the Blaenau Gwent 
and Heads of the 
Valleys Eisteddfod 
inspired another 
group of youngsters 
two years ago. 

Only Boys Aloud 
were created for the 
opening concert at 
that year’s 
Eisteddfod, and over 
the past two years, 
the 160-strong boys 
choir from across the 
south Wales Valleys 
has gone from 
strength-to-strength. 
Craig has special 
memories from that 
opening concert, “It 
was an amazing 
night. They reaction 
they had that night 
will live with me for¬ 
ever. We had started 


Only Boys Aloud less 
than three months 
earlier, and to be on 
stage with them, see¬ 
ing the delight in the 
audience’s reaction, 
and the massive self¬ 
belief in the boys, was 
something very spe¬ 
cial.” 

“Definitely,” agrees 
David Mahoney. “It 
was an amazing reac¬ 
tion from the crowd, 
and an excitable and 
inspirational 160 
teenage boys. We 
were all very proud 
of them.” 

And although Only 
Boys Aloud soon 
became household 
names across Wales, 
with a TV series fol¬ 
lowing their progress, 
and opportunities for 
them to support Only 
Men Aloud in con¬ 
cert, it took a certain 
ITV-1 series to bring 
them to the attention 
of the whole of the 
UK and beyond! 

“I was able to be in 
Britain’s Got Talent 
for each round and 
the boys were amaz¬ 
ing,” says Dan. 

“It was great to be 
part of it with them 
and see how they 
grew as a group 
throughout the com¬ 
petition, and how well 
behaved they all 
were.” 

“It was great,” 
agrees David. “It was 
quite a journey. 
Impressing the judges 
and the UK as a 
whole to become 



Britain’s biggest boy- 
band!” 

“It was hard 
work,” admits Craig. 
“But what the boys 
achieved was some¬ 
thing very special 
indeed. And by stick¬ 
ing to their Welsh 
roots, they touched so 
many people around 
the world through 
what they did. 
Amazing.” 

As they prepared 
to return to mentor¬ 
ing the 300-strong 
Only Vale Kids Aloud 
choir, Craig tells us 
how he thinks the 
young members will 
benefit from their 
experience, which will 
stay with them forev¬ 
er and they’ll make 
some great friend¬ 
ships along the way - 
“It’ll broaden their 
horizons and help 
them to grow in abili¬ 
ty and self-confi¬ 
dence”. 

...And with that, 
Craig, Dan and David 
rejoin the schoolchild¬ 
ren busily preparing 
for the opening con¬ 
cert on the Pavilion 
stage at the old air¬ 
field in Llandow on 
Friday, August 3 at 
8pm.

ORKING 
with Hacio’r 
laith and the 
People’s Collection, 
the Eisteddfod will 
host the Welsh 
Technology Festival, a 
week of sessions likely 
to attract those inter¬ 
ested in technology 
and the Welsh lan¬ 
guage, as well as those 
who are novices in the 
area. 

The sessions will be 
a useful mix of work¬ 
shops, drop-in sessions 
and more structured dis¬ 


cussions. Eisteddfodwyr 
will be encouraged to 
blog about their experi¬ 
ences, use technology to 
practise and improve 
their Welsh, as well as 
plenty of opportunities 
to get some advice and 
help and try out different 
technologies during the 
week. 

Euryn Ogwen 
Williams, this year’s 
Honorary President and 
Chair of the local 
Literature Committee 
has been a pivotal part 
of the discussions from 
the start, and has also 


been an innovative fig¬ 
ure in Welsh language 
technology for many 
years. He says, “With 
thousands of visitors 
every year, what better 
place can there be to dis¬ 
cuss technology and the 
language than the 
Eisteddfod Maes? 

“The Maes itself is a 
communications hub, 
and this new ‘festival 
within the festival’ is a

A S we look 
forward to 
an action- 
packed festival at 
the Vale of 
Glamorgan 
National 
Eisteddfod next 
week, S4C viewers 
can get to know the 
area and its people 
better in two spe¬ 
cial programmes 
produced by the 
team behind the 
Channel’s arts 
series, Pethe. 

In the documentary Y 
Gwir yn erbyn y Byd?: 
Jim ar drywydd lolo, 
the current Archdruid of 
Wales, Jim Parc Nest, 
sets out on a mission to 
discover the truth about 
one of Welsh culture’s 
most colourful charac¬ 
ters, lolo Morganwg, 
who was bom in the 
area hosting this year’s 
National Eisteddfod. 

lolo was born in 
1747 in the village of 
Pennon in Llancarfan. 

He was a stonemason 
by trade but is better 
known for his work as 
an antiquarian and poet 
and for being a roman¬ 
tic and fantasist who 
made up imaginative 
stories and created fake 
poets. It was lolo who 
created the Gorsedd y 
Beirdd (Gorsedd of 
Bards) and ceremonies 
we still see today at the 
National Eisteddfod. 

In the programme 
Jim asks why lolo cre¬ 
ated the Gorsedd, “a 
magnificent lie... a leg¬ 
end which has come 
tme.” 

On his journey he 
questions Welsh literary 
expert Professor Meic 
Stephens about lolo’s 
background. He dis¬ 
cusses lolo’s adventures 
in London with journal¬ 
ist and broadcaster Huw 
Edwards as they travel 
on the London Eye, and 
Jim also visits Primrose 
Hill in the city where 
lolo held the first ever 
Gorsedd of the Bards of 
Britain in 1792. 

Back in Wales, Jim 
meets poet Karen Owen 
on the summit of Moel 
Famau to chat about 
lolo’s connections with 
the Vale of Clwyd, and 
his obvious prejudice 
against North Walian 
poets. He regarded 
them as barbarians, 
totally different to those 
he described as the 
sophisticated poets of 
Glamorgan! 


Jim ends his journey 
on Bryn Owain, above 
this year’s Eisteddfod 
field - the Maes - in 
the company of 
Professor Geraint 
Jenkins, who is regard¬ 
ed as one of our most 
eminent experts on lolo 
Morganwg. 

It was on this hill 
that the first ever meet¬ 
ing of the Gorsedd of 
Bards was held in 
Wales. 

In another special 
edition of arts series 
Pethe on Wednesday 
night, we’ll explore 
around the area hosting 
the 2012 Eisteddfod 
and meet some of its 
inhabitants. 

Nia Roberts visits 
Islwyn Jones, who com¬ 
posed the poem of wel¬ 
come - cywydd croeso 
- for the Vale of 
Glamorgan National 
Eisteddfod; and meets 
two talented brothers, 
lolo and Donal Whelan, 
at their home in St 
Hilary. 

lolo is a highly- 
regarded percussionist 


who gives drumming 
lessons at the Vale 
Drum Studio. Donal is 
a music mastering engi¬ 
neer, and both brothers 
are members of the 
band Jamie Smith’s 
Mahon. 

The programme will 
also take a look at the 
Adain Avion project, a 
mobile art space created 
from the fuselage of a 
DC-9 aeroplane as part 
of the London Festival 
2012. 

Adain Avion has 
been travelling around 
Wales during the sum¬ 
mer, working with local 
people along the way, 
to create performances, 
art works, workshops 


and events at each loca¬ 
tion on the journey, 
before landing on the 
Eisteddfod Maes at 
Llandow, which is par¬ 
ticularly suitable as it 
used to be an airfield. 

Each performance 
and event has been 
filmed and stored in the 
aeroplane’s ‘blackbox’, 
and will be shown to 
the thousands of visi¬ 
tors who’ll be coming 
to the Eisteddfod.

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Mystery of the replica chair... 


W HENR 
Bryn 
Williams 

stood on his feet in a 
packed Pavilion on 
Thursday afternoon 
at the Barry 


National Eisteddfod 
in 1968, little did he 
know that he would 
receive two chairs, 
as prizes for his suc¬ 
cess that year. 

He received the

Eisteddfod Chair during 
the ceremony, but he 
also received a small 
replica chair, and even 
today, the story behind 
this miniature version 
remains a mystery to 
the family. 

His grandson, 
Gwydion Griffiths, 
says: “It would be very 
interesting to discover 
some of the replica 
chair’s history. Why 
was it produced, and is 
my grandfather the only 
person to have received 
two chairs at the same 
Eisteddfod for the same 
award-winning work? 

“The story has fasci¬ 
nated me for years, and 
with the Eisteddfod held 
in the Vale for the first 
time since 1968 this 
year, we are keen to 
find out more about the 
history of the little 
replica chair. 

“My daughter loves 
the chair. The 
Eisteddfod Chair is in 
my uncle’s house in 
north Wales, and I think 
it is lovely that two 
branches of the family 
are able to celebrate my 
grandfather’s success.” 

The replica chair was 
in the care of R Bryn 
Williams’ daughter. Nan 
Griffiths, for many 


years, and she still has 
the plaque presented to 
her father with the repli¬ 
ca. She says: “It’s obvi¬ 
ous that the chair was a 
gift from the Eorestry 
Commission, although I 
can’t remember why he 
received such a gift. 

“It is a perfect replica 
of the Eisteddfod Chair, 
and the model was cre¬ 
ated by Glyn Rees from 
Dinas Mawddwy, who, 
if I remember rightly, 
was well known for his 
oak furniture during this 
period. He also exhibit¬ 
ed and sold his work at 
the Eisteddfod. 

“We’ve spent the past 
few years trying to dis¬ 
cover the history, so if 
anyone can help us, 
we’d be very grateful 
for information.” 

1968 was the second 
time R Bryn Williams 
had won the National 
Eisteddfod Chair. He 
won in 1964 for his 
poem, 'Patagonia’, a 
region which became 
synonymous with his 
name over the years. 

Although known as a 
poet, writer and drama¬ 
tist, his most famous 
works were his histori¬ 
cal volumes, Cymry 
Patagonia (1942) and Y 
Wladfa (1962) - two 


books which did much 
to educate the people of 
Wales about Patagonia. 

He was brought up in 
Patagonia after his par¬ 
ents emigrated when he 
was seven. 

He remained there 
until the age of 21, 
when he returned to 
Wales to study at 
Bangor University and 
at the College of 
Divinity in 
Aberystwyth. 

He was a minister 
with the Welsh 
Presbytarian Church for 
20 years before joining 
the staff of the Celtic 
department at the 
National Library of 
Wales. 

R Bryn Williams 
served as Archdruid 
from 1973-1976, a peri¬ 
od which his grandson 
vaguely remembers, and 
says: “I remember see¬ 
ing my grandfather on 
the Pavilion stage. 

“I couldn’t under¬ 
stand why he was 
dressed so grandly. And 
I remember starting to 
call out, ‘Taid, Taid!’ 
once. 

“We were all very 
proud of him as 
Archdruid and as a dou¬ 
ble winner of the 
Eisteddfod Chair - as 


well as the winner who 
received a miniature 
chair as well. 

“We’d love to find 
out the story behind this 
Chair and hope some¬ 
one will be able to 
help.”

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How to reach the Maes... 


P ^UBLIC TRANSPORT: The 
Eisteddfod and the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council have worked 
together to ensure that there is access to 
the Maes via public transport. 

A regular shuttle bus will meet trains at 
Llantwit Major train station and bring visitors to 
the Maes. There will also be a shuttle bus running 
from Cowbridge all day and until the end of the 
concerts in the evening. The bus will cost £2 each 
way. 

To reach Cowbridge, you can catch a bus from 
Cardiff. The X2 bus travels from Cardiff to 
Bridgend, stopping at Cowbridge. 

If you wish to catch the shuttle bus from 
Llantwit Major, there are trains that run through 
from Treherbert to Pontypridd, through Cardiff to 
Llantwit Major in the Vale. The first train departs 
from Cardiff at 07:41 and the last train leaves 
Llantwit Major at 21:56. 

If you wish to reach the Maes by cycle, there 


are 400 spaces to leave cycles close to the 
Welcome Pavilion in the main entrance.

TRAVELLING BY CAR: 

From the west, traffic will be diverted off the 
M4, via junction 35 (Pencoed), and then via 
Ewenny and the coast road, approaching the west 
car park, and turning left into the car park. 

This will serve trcrffic approaching from 
Swansea, Carmarthen, Aberystwyth etc. 

From north Wales and the east, traffic will be 
diverted off the M4 via J33, A4232 to Culverhouse 
Cross, and then via Barry, St Athan and Llantwit 
Major. 

Traffic will then enter the east car park via a 
left turn. This will serve traffic approaching from 


Cardiff, the Valleys and the east (and north Wales) 

Caravans will be advised, via pre-arrival infor¬ 
mation, to follow the above route. 

Disabled drivers should follow the signs for dis¬ 
abled parking, which will lead you to the east car 
park from aU directions. 

There is only one entrance to the Maes this 
year, and the disabled parking is as close as possi¬ 
ble to this entrance. 

Organisers urge all drivers to adhere to these 
instructions and to follow the signs for informa¬ 
tion. 

A traffic management scheme has been agreed 
by the National Eisteddfod, Vale of Glamorgan 
Council and South Wales Police. 

A temporary one-way system will be in place 
during the event, to manage traffic near the site 
and to allow visitors to walk safely between the 


Maes and the adjacent car parks and caravan 
park. 

Due to the one-way system, access will be via 
the main entrance, but traffic leaving the industri¬ 
al area will be required to exit via the northern 
access road. 

A temporary 30mph speed limit will be in oper¬ 
ation along the B4270, between the Llantwit 
Major bypass and Nash Corner. 

This event is likely to attract a significant num¬ 
ber of visitors. During morning and evening peak 
hours, there may be delays along the B4270 and 
adjoining roads as a consequence. 

NOTE : Until Friday, July 27, the Vale 
Council’s Highways and Engineering Unit will be 
attaching Eisteddfod bunting to street lighting 
columns on the High Street, Cowbridge, Llanmaes 
Road, Llantwit Major, Llantwit Major Railway

CERN ON PARTICLE EXHIBITION 


T he main sci¬ 
ence and 
technology 
exhibition at this 
year’s National 
Eisteddfod is enti¬ 
tled: ^Discovering 
Particles’ - an apt 
theme for the festi¬ 
val, given the 
recent exciting 
announcements in 
Geneva. 

The Eisteddfod’s 
exhibition has been put 
together in partnership 
with CERN and 
Swansea University’s 
physics department. 

The aim of the exhi¬ 
bition is to explain 
what scientists are try¬ 
ing to discover in 
Switzerland, and the 
role Welsh scientists 
have had in the process 


over the past few years. 
One of the main attrac¬ 
tions will be a huge 
model of the particle 
accelerator in the centre 
of the Science Pavilion 
- but there’s no need to 
worry as it’s not a real 
accelerator, and the 
Maes is unlikely to be 
sucked into a huge 
black hole! 

The Eisteddfod’s sci¬ 
ence officer, Robyn 
Wheldon-Williams, 
said: “Many of us are 
aware of the ground¬ 
breaking experiments 
in Geneva, but few 
completely understand 
what scientists are try¬ 
ing to discover and the 
question they’re trying 
to answer. 

“It’s an exciting time 
in Geneva at the

that they’ve almost cer¬ 
tainly discovered the 
missing particle, the 
Higgs Boson.” 

The Higgs Boson, 
sometimes referred to 
as the “God particle”, 
lends mass to matter 
and holds the universe 
together. The discovery 
fills gaps in the theory 
that explains how parti¬ 
cles, forces and interac¬ 
tions combine to shape 
the Universe. 

The Eisteddfod has 
been working closely 
with CERN over the 
past few months, and is 
grateful to Dr Rhodri 
Jones for his work. He 
will present the main 
science lecture at this 
year’s festival - "The 
LHC - the world’s most 
powerful accelerator ’. 

It discusses the sci¬ 
entific and technical 
challenges faced in 
building the collider, 
and presents the latest 
results and what it 
means for us. 

Elfed Roberts, 
Eisteddfod chief execu¬ 
tive, added: “The 
Science and 


Technology Pavilion is 
one of the most popular 
places on the Maes, 
and the fact that organi¬ 
sations like CERN are 
supporting us, shows 
our ability to attract 
international standard 
exhibitions, working 
with partners around 
the world.” 

There will be a num¬ 
ber of interactive activ¬ 
ities in the Pavilion for 
people of all ages, from 
modelling collisions to 
seeing a real cosmic 
ray.

soloists Dennis O’Neill 
and Rebecca Evans and 
Karl Jenkins himself 
conducting the work. 

His latest work ‘The 
Bards of Wales’ was pre¬ 
miered in Hungary in 
June 2011. The piece 
forges an unexpected 
link between Hungary 
and Wales : The 
Hungarian poet Janos 
Arany (1817-82) was 
asked to write a poem in 


praise of the Austrian 
Emperor Eranz Joseph 
but, as the Austrian 
overlords had just sup¬ 
pressed the 1848 
Hungarian Revolution, 
the poet did the oppo¬ 
site. To satisfy the state 
censor, the poem was 
written in terms of 
Welsh history rather than pieces that I have sung 
Hungarian, telling how 
Edward I of England 


at the last Eisteddfod to 
be held in the Vale, 
when the Eisteddfod vis¬ 
ited Barry in 1968. He 
competed, and was suc¬ 
cessful in the 18-25 
age group tenor com- 
petion. “Winning this 
competition ended my 
competitive stage and 
began my ambition to 
become a professional 
singer” 

Although the high¬ 
light of the concert will 
be the British premier of 
the Bards of Wales the 
first half will feature 
popular classics careful¬ 
ly chosen by the Choir 
and soloists.

We caught up with 
Dafydd himself to look 
back over the decades 
and look forward to a 
special evening in the 
Pavilion in less than a 
month. 

He said: “The 
evening is an opportuni¬ 
ty to look back at 50 
years of performing, 
with old friends and 
young artists, and Fm 
sure there’ll be a few 
smiles and a few tears 
along the way during 
the show, but the aim is 
to create an evening to 
remember. 

“Song wise, there 
may be a new twist on 
some old favourites, 
and Fm delighted that 
I’ll be joined by Ar Log, 
Heather Jones a’i 
Ffrindiau, Hefin Elis, 
Miriam and Greta Isaac, 
Adran Heol-y-March, 
the faithful old band, 
and Edward himself, on 
stage. It’ll be Gwyn 
Llewelyn’s job to try 
and keep us all under 
control!” 

Half a century has 
passed since Dafydd 
picked up his guitar and 
started performing at a 
concert in Fishguard 
High School in the sum¬ 
mer of 1962, and since 
then, his catchy songs 
have grasped the imagi¬ 
nation of the people of 
Wales 

He says: “Every song 
has some kind of story 
or message, or what’s 
the point? In the 1960s,

lots of Wales’ young 
people had very clear 
aspirations, and it’s nat¬ 
ural that songs from the 
period reflect this. We 
weren’t preaching, or 
even protesting really, 
we were merely 
expressing our feelings 
and putting our hopes of 
living our lives fully 
through Welsh and liv¬ 
ing freely as Welsh peo¬ 
ple, into words.” 

And the Eisteddfod 
was an integral part of 
this urge to live their 
lives through Welsh 
from the beginning of 
Dafydd’s career, and he 
has many happy memo¬ 
ries of attending the fes¬ 
tival, both as an enter¬ 
tainer and as a per¬ 
former - he has per¬ 
formed at every 
Eisteddfod since 1967! 

“I remember cycling 
all the way from 
Llanuwchllyn to Plaid 
Cymru’s summer school 
in Llangefni in 1957 on 
my brand new racing 
bike, and then on to the 
Eisteddfod,” he contin¬ 
ued. “Two years later, 
when the Eisteddfod 
came to Caernarfon in 
1959, my brother Arthur 
and I shared a tent on 


land at Gwernafalau 
Farm in Llandwrog. 
Little did I realise at the 
time that Sain would 
open its first studio on 
that very farm 15 years 
later. 

“I have very fond 
memories of the three 
Eisteddfodau in Bala - 
’67, ’97 and 2009, a 
one-man show in Theatr 
y Gegin in Cricieth in 
1975, the fierce protests 
in Flint in 1969, the 
mud and the rain in 
Fishguard in ’ 86, and 
the ‘Peintio’r Byd yn 
Wyrdd’ (Painting the 
world green) show in 
Llandybie, during the 
Ammanford Eisteddfod 
in 1970. 

This year he’s 
appearing in Maes D at 
4.30pm on Thursday, 
and he’s then part of the 
Maes C activities on the 
Maes on Saturday at 
6.30pm on the 
Performance Stage.

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NOLAN’S FINAL DARK KNIGHT MOVIE 
COMPLETES TRULY CLASSIC TRILOGY 


HAVING taken on 
what seemed to be 
a poisoned chalice 
in the Batman 
franchise, Chris 
Nolan has not only 
resurrected it, but 
has also redefined 
the comic book 
genre on film (it’s 
not for nothing 
that he is execu¬ 
tive-producing next 
year’s Superman 
film, Man of Steel). 

Having smashed 
box-office records with 
the last Bat-outing, The 


Dark Knight, Nolan’s 
latest entry in the fran¬ 
chise is also likely to be 
his last. 

In The Dark Knight 
Rises, we pick up the 
story eight years later, 
with Bruce Wayne 
(Christian Bale) having 
‘retired’ Batman, as 
Gotham’s police, led by 
Commissioner Gordon 
(Gary Oldman), have 
cleaned up the streets. 

But when a terrorist 
named Bane (Tom 
Hardy) and a cat-thief 
called Selina Kyle 
(Anne Hathaway) show 
up in the city, Wayne 


must ‘rise’ once again 
and defend his city 
against his most formi¬ 
dable foe yet... 

How exactly does a 
director go about fol¬ 
lowing up a film that 
grossed over $lbillion 
dollars worldwide and 
was held up as perhaps 
the greatest comic-book 
movie of all time? 

For a lesser director, 
the challenge may have 
proved too much. 
However, Chris Nolan 
must have felt confident 
in his ability not just to 
follow up The Dark 
Knight, but to wrap up

his take on the fran¬ 
chise. 

It was confidence 
that was not misplaced, 
as The Dark Knight 
Rises is a grandiose and 
epic film that brings the 
Dark Knight trilogy to a 
satisfying conclusion, 
the film aiming higher 
than its predecessor 
and, by and large, hit¬ 
ting those targets. 

The law of sequels is 
that they must be big¬ 
ger, more dramatic, and 
have more spectacle 
than what came before, 
and given that The Dark 
Knight superseded these 
rules, quite what Nolan 
and company would do 
this time around would 
be closely watched. 

However, there is no 
getting away from the 
raising of the dramatic 
stakes as characters are 
put through the wringer, 
in terms of the scope of 
the direction, which is 
sweeping, and the set- 
pieces, which push the 
bar even higher. 

Nolan’s direction has 
grown more accom¬ 


plished since his first 
Batman outing, and 
here he indulges him¬ 
self fully. Certainly the 
near-three-hour run¬ 
time doesn’t come close 
to dragging; there is so 
much story to tell that 
the film moves along 
nicely. 

But Nolan is as keen 
to concentrate on the 
drama as he is the 
action, resulting in a 
film that bridges the 
gap between the two 
elements, and more 
than delivering on both. 

Writing along with 
his brother Jonathan, 
the pair delve deeper 
into the universe 
they’ve created, giving 
nearly all of the main 
characters their moment 
in the sun, while taking 
pains to ensure the story 
wraps up cleanly. 

Come the conclusion, 
all the protagonists feel 
fully realised and well 
drawn out (even if 
some, such as Marion 
Cotillard’s Miranda 
Tate feel slightly under 
done). 


Christian Bale deliv¬ 
ers an incredible per¬ 
formance as the man 
with two identities, cap¬ 
turing the pain and guilt 
that the years have 
brought upon him, 
wrestling with his 
desire to save the city 
he loves. 

Bale’s is the driving 
role through the film 
and the actor, as ever 
supported more than 
dependably by the simi- 
larly-impressive 
Michael Caine as 
Alfred, is more than up 
to the task. 

Considering he 
spends the entire film 
behind a mask, Tom 
Hardy is impressive as 
Bane, the actor using 
his eyes and dominating 
physical presence to 
great effect, the physi- 
cality emphasising how 
big a threat he is to both 
Batman and Gotham. 


Anne Hathaway 
blows away the precon¬ 
ceptions that she wasn’t 
up to the role of Selina 
Kyle with a breathtak¬ 
ing turn that bums 
through the film. 

Both Joseph Gordon 
Levitt and Gary 
Oldman are similarly as 
impressive, the pair 
incredible, with the 
whole cast delivering 
exquisite performances. 

While sad that this is 
the finale of Nolan’s 
Batman, his rescue of 
the character on the big 
screen, and subsequent 
revival, has resulted in 
nothing short of one of 
the finest cinematic 
trilogies of all time. 

The Dark Knight 
Rises is a worthy, and 
hugely satisfying, clos¬ 
ing chapter. 

VERDICT - Saying 
goodbye to Batman

THE HONDA CR-V 


T here are a 
great many 
off-roaders 
on the market and 
if you are looking to 
purchase one it is 
important to under¬ 
stand what you 
want. 

For instance, are you 
looking for an estate that 
is also a 4x4? If so, you 
might consider the 
Subaru Forester. Or do 
you prefer a more robust 
and high up vehicle? 

The Mitsubishi L200 
perhaps? 


You might be a Land 
Rover or Range Rover 
stalwart, in which case 
nothing else will do 
although you might wish 
to take a look at Jeep’s 
offerings. 

You can’t forget about 
Sports Activity Vehicles 
that will handle light off- 
roading like the BMW 
X5 or the Mercedes M- 
Class. 

Have we finished? 

No. Because there is 
another type of 4x4, 
manufactured by Honda. 
Its CR-V sports utility 
vehicle (SUV) doesn’t 
even have permanent 


four-wheel drive. 
Normally it drives just 
the front wheels. Four 
wheel drive only kicks 
in when the system 
detects the front wheels 
slipping. 

It’s quite clever really 
because the driver does¬ 
n’t need to worry about 
changing from two to 
four wheels as they 
would in the Mitsubishi 
L200, for instance and in 
theory this makes it 
more economical when 
commuting. 

The CR-V ES-T 2- 
litre manual tested fol¬ 
lows the design of tradi¬ 
tional off-roaders being 
relatively high off the 
ground and feels as if it 
will take all that’s 
thrown at it. 

I used to moan about 
modem vehicles not 
having any character and 
manufacturers preferring 
plastic over chrome. In 
the past few weeks, I 
have had the pleasure of 
driving an Audi A1 
hatchback, where there 
was a fair bit of the 
shiny metal and now the 
Honda CR-V, which also 
liberally uses the pre¬ 
cious (to me) material. 

It really is encourag¬ 
ing, as I believe it does 
add to the overall charm. 
The chrome door han¬ 
dles shimmer in the sun¬ 
light (when it appears) 
and make a good con¬ 


trast to the black finish 
of the test vehicle. 

A quirky feature is the 
handbrake, which is 
shaped more like a lever 
that you might expect in 
a racing car simulator. 
This is a little low to the 
floor, requiring me to 
lean to the left when 
engaging it. 

The interior is com¬ 
fortable - there is air 
conditioning and heated 
front seats. On a hot day 
though, the leather can 
be sticky and cooled 
seats would be advanta¬ 
geous. 

Its six-speed manual 
box is precise while the 
engine powers the vehi¬ 
cle from 0 to 60mph in 
under 10 seconds and on 
to a top speed of 
llSmph. 

Parkers, the car 


experts, says: “The CR- 
V) takes up no more 
road space than a family 
saloon (it’s shorter than 
the Honda Accord) and 
its front end has been 
designed to cause mini¬ 
mum damage to pedes¬ 
trians in an accident. 

“This model is also 
less thirsty, less pollut¬ 
ing, more practical and 
better to drive than its 
predecessor.”
